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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 60-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
Claim 1 , "the boom" lacks clear antecedent basis. 

Claims 62-64 all call for "a boom"; however, it is unclear how they all relate back to "the 
boom" of claim 60. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 60-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lawrence (US 3437380) in view of Konig et al. (US 4441616). 

Lawrence discloses an excavator, comprising: a boom; a cutter head, mounted on the 
boom, for excavating in situ material; a body; a plurality of grippers operable to apply 
pressure against opposing surfaces of an excavation to hold the body in a selected 
position and orientation (see disclosure). Lawrence discloses the invention substantially 
as claimed. However, Lawrence lacks an optimization module operable to monitor a 
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selected excavation parameter and effect a change in the operation of the cutter head 
when the monitored selected excavation parameter one of exceeds or falls below a 
predetermined threshold, wherein the selected excavation parameter comprises a grade 
of a material removed during cutter head operation. Konig et al. teaches an 
optimization module operable to monitor a selected excavation parameter and effect a 
change in the operation of the cutter head when the monitored selected excavation 
parameter one of exceeds or falls below a predetermined threshold, wherein the 
selected excavation parameter comprises a grade of a material removed during cutter 
head operation (see disclosure). It would have been considered obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Lawrence to include the optimization module as taught 
by Konig et al. since such a modification allows one to mine desired material.

4. Claims 1-38,44-59,65-79 are allowed.
